omically 


According to the most reliable 


estimates now available from of- 
ficial sources, foreign policy fi- 
nancing will make 
up 
approxi- 


mately half of Mr Truman's $42- 
to-S53 billion budget for the year 
beginning next July 1. 


Comparable costs in the present 


fiscal year will amount to around 
§18250,000,000 barring any sud- 
den change in the world situation 


All these figures are approxi- 


mate since the China aid program 
is still a question mark, and the 
cost of military aid to western 
Europe can only be guessed now. 
The figures are based, however, on 
such facts as these: 


The United States military es- 


tablishment (land, sea and air) is 
costing- about $11, 750,000,000 this 
fiscal year 


It will cost in actual cash out- 


lays about $13 500 000,000 next 
year. 


The United States is spending 


about $1 200,000 000 for relief and 
some other help to the civilian 
populations m Germany, Japan and 
other army-occupied areas this 
jear. 


Military Costs High 


Taken altogether the American 


military program amounts to ap- 
proximately twice the cost of all 
other foreign policy spending 


A total of $6,500,000,000 this 


year will cover European recovery, 
Greek-Turkish civilian and mili- 
tary aid, and a variety of lesser 
expenditures 


Xext year the actual outlay of 


cash for European recovery will 
rise by several hundred million 
dollais and billion or more will be 
necessary to help finance a pro- 
posed new military aid program to 
Europe

Army Wants No Part 


of 'Red* Enlistees 


Washington, Dec. 27— (AP)— 


Army spokesmen said today that 
existing regulations required all 
enlistees or applicants for commis- 
sion in the army to rertify wheth- 
er they had bf-en members of sub- 
versive organizations. 


If they had, they are 
barred 


from the service. 


The affidavit requires enlistees 


or officer applicants to say wheth- 
er they have membership in any 
group advocating overthrow of the 
government by "force, violence or 
intimidation.'1 


Draftees also are required 
to 


sign such affidavits when they ap- 
pear for induction. If they report 
membership in such an organiza- 
tion, their induction is deferred un- 
til an immediate check can be 
made by the army, local police and 
the FBI. If the check shows they 
are actually members of a Com- 


munist organization, they are not 
inducted 
If it shows they claim 


membership merely to avoid induc- 
tion, they are drafted anyway.

Dec 27—Dr. Smith Freeman, 


professor of experimental medicine 
at Northwestern University, said, 
in a recent lecture before a group 
of his university associates, that 
from the standpoint of his Bio- 
logical make-up, any person should 
live to ^e 100 to 115 years old. He 
said that poor nutrition added 10 
worry and emotional disturbances 
combine with other causes to de- 
prive us of these added years.

lems.

span of 100 years is cropping up 
in the thoughts of leading medical 
men in recent months. 
Only a 


short time ago one of our leading 
children's doctors made the asser- 
tion that the child born today, bar- 
ring accidents and a few misfor- 
tunes of disease, could rightfully 
expect to live to a natural age of 
100 years.

American Meat institute says the 
general wholesale of all meat in 
the nation has dropped about 19 
per cent since the mid-Septembei

The institute said the retail 


price of meat declined 13 per cent 
since the mid-September peak. 


The AMI said the wholesale 


price report was based on compila- 
tions by the U S. Bureau of Labor 
statistics

grades and all weights of beef, 
amb, pork and veal 


The decline was based 
"pri- 


marily on government and trade 
quotations" on wholesale markets 
in New York, Chicago and San 
Francisco, the AMI said. 
The 


retail price check was based on 
a survey of Chicago chain and 
independent stores.
